To-MR. MAGNUS SWENSON: 


You are the chairman of the 


Wisconsin Council of Defense. 
The Wisconsin Council .'of. De- 
fense was created by act of the 
last session of the. legislature 
for the purpose of marshalling 
the resources of the state in 
the successful prosecution of 
the war. 


Pursuant to the.power that 


has been lodged with your 
body, you are, according to 
press reports, 
conducting a 


campaign against "food hogs" 
in the state of Wisconsin. Re- 
cent reports state that your 
representatives have visited 59 
homes in the towns of Green- 
wood and Emerald where more 
than a 30-day supply of flour 
was found . in these homes. 
Your representatives ordered 
these people to return the sur- 
plus flour to the stores and 
prosecution was threatened if 
the' offense is repeated. 


I don't know where Green- 


wood, or Emerald are. I don't 
know any people who live in 
Emerald or Greenwood. 
If 


there are "food hogs" in Green- 
wood and Emerald, however, 
they ought to be made to feel 
the power of the state. Hoard- 
ing of food should not be tol- 
erated in a time such as this. 


There are, however, bigger 


"food hogs" in the state of Wis- 
consin than, I believe, are to be 
found at either Greenwood or 
Emerald. I wonder if youri at- 
tention-has ever been called, to 
these "food hogs." Because I 
am afraid that your attention 
iss.. nev«r. .been-£a]!ed..to-.thes& 
"food hogs'r' I ''ani'. submitting 
for your consideration a table 
of figures in the adjoining col- 
umns. 
I believe that \these 


"food hogs" should be 'given 
some attention by the .state 
council of defense. 
I think 


perhaps your representatives 
should devote some time to 
these people even if you have 
to pass up Greenwood and 
Emerald for a while. 


You have as much power to 


take care of the "food hogs" 


(mentioned in the adjoining col- 


j umns as you have to take care 
of the "food hogs" at Green- 
wood and Emerald. If there is 
any question about-it however, 
I want to call your attention to 
a section of the act passed cre- 
ating the council of defense 
which gives you ample author- 
ity to act. 
Section 14 of Chap- 


ter 82 of the laws of 1917-reads 
as follows: 


Section 14. When in the 


the opinion of the council 
a serious scarcity of food, 
fuel, or other Srticles of... 
common necessity exists, or 
threatens by reason of act- 
ual war in which the coun- 
try is engaged, or when in 
the opinion of the council 
unreasonable or excessive, 
profits are being made 
through the manufacture 
or supply of necessities for 
common defense of, public 
welfare, in time.of actual 
war, the council shall ad- 
vise the governor and he 


' shall call a special session 


of the .legislature to make 
provision 
for 
necessary 


•supplies of food, fuel, and . 
other articles of common 
-necessity to be controlled 
by the state in quantities 
sufficient to prevent dis- 
tress among the people, 
and to prevent and prohibit 
unreasonable or excessive 
profits through the manu- 
facture or supply of neces- 
sities* for common defense 
or public welfare. 
I wish, particularly, to call 


your attention, to that-part'of- 
the section which reads: "the 
council shall advise -the .gov- 
ernor and he shall call a special 
session of, the legislature to 
make provision for necessary: 
supplies' of food, fuel arid other 
articles of common necessity to 
b'e controlled by .the state. In 
quantities sufficient to'prevent 
distress among the people, and

Exorbitant 'and 
excessive 


profits are being charged by 
"food, hogs" in. the state of Wis- 
consin. 
Prices 
are 
being 


charged the people of Wiscon- 
sin, that are not "in ^quantities 
sufficient ,to prevent distress 
among.tne people." ' . 


I desire to call your atten- 


tion to the profits that have 
been' made from the people" of 
Wisconsin in the sale of meats. 
You will notice th'at in the year 
1911 
three 
concerns 
made 


profits in meat of .$89,5.44. In 
the year 1916 these profits 
mounted to $1,681,314. 
Who 


had to pay -for these profits? 
Why the people of Greenwood 
and Emerald and Janesville and 
Milwaukee arid Heaffbrd Junc-i 
tipn and! many other places'had 
to pay the bill. What do you 
think of these ."food hogs"? 
Don't you think.that they.are 
bigfrer "food hogs" than the 
"food'hoga" that-your detec- 
tives found at rJreen.wood and 
Emerald? 


I also desire to. call your at- 


tention to another" kind of. 
''hog" in Wisconsin. I refer to 
the x"coal hog." 
I- assume that 


it is jusjfrMs important to con- 
serve coal; as it is to conserve 
food. 
I;don't know whether 


you. found any "coal hogs" at 
Emerald and Greenwood or not. 
But I know where you CAN 
nnd' some.-:•••• I. call • your atten- 
tion to the. fact .that in 1911 
three big. coal companies in this 
state had profits of $533,841 


and in 1916 their profits were 
$3,274,987. 
Who had to foot 


the bill? 
Why the people at 


Emerald and Greenwood- and 
La Crosse and Dodgeville and 
Merrill and many other places 
had to pay these profits. 


I also desire to call your at- 


tention to the "shoe hqgs." 
Most of .the people in Wisconsin 
wear shoes. They used to buy 
them in 1911 for.$4 and $5 a 
pair. Now they are paying $8 
.and $9 a pair.. Three shoe 
companies in Wisconsin made 
profits of $279,312 in 1911 and 
in 1916 their profits were $1,- 
069,663. 
Who is paying the 


bill ? Why the people who buy 
shoes in Greenwood and Enter- 
ald and Tomahawk and Super- 
ior and Trempeleau and Kaii- 
kaunna and .many other places. 


The figures in the adjoining 


columns only tell a small part 
of the story. . The people of- 
the state of Wisconsin are be- 
ing gouged by .food hogs, coal 
hogs, shoe hogs, Jeather hogs, 
paper'hogs - .and many other 
hogs engaged in the selling of 
the necessities:of life to our 
people. ' . ' • • • 


Have you done anything 


about this? . Has the council 
of defense ever taken this mat- 
ter up'with/the governor?. Is. 
anything going to be: done at 
the special session of. the legis- 
lature?- 
. . 


I believe'that the rank and 


file of ;the people of Wisconsin 
will be much more interested in 
a campaign to be made against 
the "food hogs" mentioned in 
the . adjoining columns than, 
they are'in the "food'hogs" at 
Greenwood ;• and Emerald. 
I 


believe that-it would 'do much' 
toward a spirit of state unity 
to make the big fellows in Mil- 


waukee feel the power of the 
state council as well as the lit- 
tle fellows at Emerald and 
Greenwood. 
You know that 


the rank-and file are' becbmirig 
tired of paying, the prices ex- 
acted by these big "food hogs." 
And these., people are just as 
patriotic as you and I are. But 
they don't propose to allow 
these men who. have donned a 
thin. disguise of patriotism , to 
continue to exact these prices. 


If you desire anymore infor- 


mation on this subject I would 
suggest that you communicate 
with Mr. Fred Vogel of the 
Milwaukee County Council of 
Defense. He is also the presi- 
dent of the First National bank 
in that city and knows condi- 
tions in Milwaukee very' well. 
Or you might communicate 
with Sol Perrin of the Douglas 
County Council of Defense. He 
is the attorney for the steel 
trust at Superior and he knows 
conditions in that section. You 
might also communicate with 
Mr. Maxcey of the Washburn 
County Council of Defense. He 
.is, I understand, the attorney 
for the Du Pont company in 
this state. 


You are interested in pre- 


senting a solid front in Wiscon- 
sin against the common enemy. 
So-am I. I don't believe that 
you can get that state solidar- 
ity.and that united front by go- 
ing after the food hogs at 
Greenwood and Emerald and 
allowing the big food -hogs in 
Milwaukee to go. unmolested. 
Let's make patriotic duties uni- 
versal,-—what goes for Green- 
wood and Emerald' should go 
for Milwaukee and Madison 
and Superior.

Wilson today directed Attorney G«Ti- 
oral Gregory to investigate the roach 
discussed Hog Islund ship yard con- 
tracts,, which havo been adversely criti- 
cisud beforo the senate commerca com- 
mittee, and determine if there ha« beeii 
any criminal misuso of government 
funds.

One important patriotic movement has been 


neglected. Our boys in the trenches need smokes to 
enable them to pass the cold, miserable hours in the 
trenches and the pain-filled days in the hospitals. 


Mrs. Charles H. Famum, a Long Island woman 


who has just returned from the war districts, at a war 
relief meeting- in Plymouth Church, Brooklyn, recently 
praised what the smoke movement accomplishes. We 
quote from the New York _Sun. 


"In most of the hospitals in Serbia," she said, 


"there is a shortage of anaesthetics and we nurses help- 
ed the men whenever we could by supplying the lack 
with'cigarettes. The men can go through the gi-eatc?: 
agonies if they have cigarettes in their mouths and 
never think of pain. When a soldier is brought in to 
be operated on and there is no medical "deadener" to 
offer him we simply give him a cigarette to smoke dur- 
ing the ordeal and he goes through it stoically." 


Dr. Rosalie S: Morton, another hospital worker in 


the fighting fields, bears similar testimony relating an 
incident in operating work which could not have been 
undertaken without the aid of something to smoke; 
cigarettes were the preference of the wounded: 


"It is the first thing they call for when they realize 


what is about to happen, and its wonderful power in 
taking the soldiers mind away from present excruciat- 
.ing pain must be seen to" be believed in. That simple 
cigarette has nerve.d many a man -who would have re- 
sisted painfully an operation which could not be delayed 
and thus saved a life. It is, in my opinion, an aid to 
surgery-" 
"Our Boys in France Tobacco Fund," acting upon 


the suggestion of two patriotic editors, have set apart, 
the week of George Washington's birthday (Febru-'-y 
18th to 25th) as-a week in which the entire nation v.ii 
raise funds to send smokes to our soldiers and sailors on 
the firing line. It is recommended that on at least on? 
day of this week tobacco smokers go .without their 
smokes and divert the sum thus saved into filling the 
pipes of pur boys in France, or if they do not care to re- 
linquish "their smokes for this day, they may have the 
alternative of buying an equal amount-to that which 
they spend on themselves for some lonely soldier.

HE Milwaukee Journal is somewhat nettled over the fae 
that figures have been produced showing that the profits o; 


the Milwaukee Journal increased frwn'$35,945'in 1913 to $89,855 
in 1916. The Journal company is capitalized at $200,000. In 
other words,—the war has evidently been a pretty good thing as 
for as the finances of the Milwaukee Journal are concerned. 


In answering this statement The Journal adopts the usual 


tone of self spity so common to newspapers these days and pro- 
ceeds to teli of the big increase in the cost of print paper and 
other materials needed in the production of a newspaper. 


We don't .know just how the cost of print paper will affect 


the NET INCOME figures cited above. The fact remains thai 
in spite of the increased cost of paper the Journal figures jumped 
from $35,000 to $89,000. 


At the risk of being judged guilty of a violation of "profes- 


sional ethics" the editor of The Capital Times thinks that the 
real situation with respect to newspapers in this state should be 
given to the public. As we said in our initial issue the news 
papers have been training the light of publicity on others,—we 
believe that it is a good idea to turn the light of publicity on the 
newspapers. 


THE DAILY NEWSPAPERS OP THE STATE CAN ALSO 


BE PLACED WITH THE PROFITEERS. 


By that we mean that the war has brought big financial re- 


turns to the newspapers. 


When the daily newspapers cite the big increase in the cost 


of print paper and draw sympathy in that way they have told 
only one-half of the story. They touch lightly on the fact that 
advertising^and subscription rates have been increased to such 
an amount as will much more than offset the paper increase. 


A paper with a circulation of from 10,000 to 12,000 is hit to 


the extent of from $600 to $800 a month by the higher cost of 
paper. Did the newspapers pay that? No. The subscription 
and advertising rates were raised to an extent that brought from 
$1500 to $1800 a month in revenue,—with the result that the 
newspaper was $1,000 to the good as a result of the increased 
cost of paper. 


WHO PAID FOR THAT? The little fellow, of course. He 


pays the increased subscription price. The merchant who has 
to pay the higher advertising,rate adds it to the cost of the goods 
he sells and the little fellow pays that. So the Milwaukee Jour- 
nal and all of the other papers of the state are making money 
out of the war and the little fellow, as usual, is footing the bill. 


The daily newspapers of the state have been patriotic men- 


lors for the people of the state of Wisconsin. What have the 
'newspapers themselves done in the way of patriotic endeavor? 


The average editor will proudly tell of the manner in which 


;ifree space has been given to all war activities,—how the Liberty 
jio&n and the Red Cross and the Y. M. C. A. have been given gra- 
tuitous mention. Are the newspapers entitled to any credit for 
this? Isn't the printing of this matter NEWS? Isn't the print- 
jjng of this matter an 'obligation which the newspaper owes its 
JBUbscribers? What would you think of a newspaper that didn't 
itell daily of the progress of a Liberty loan campaign? Would 


;you subscribe to such a paper? 


Right here it ought to be said to the everlasting shame of 


the American newspapers that they have endeavored to make 
money out of boosting these activities. American journalism 
will never be able to justify the sordid attempt that was made by 
American newspapers prior to. the last Liberty loan to get Mr. 
McAdoo to set aside $2,000,000 to be spent with the newspapers 
for advertising the Liberty loan. 


Another act that was distinctly not to the credit of the 


newspapers and periodicals of the country was the manner in 
which the effort to raise second class mail rates was opposed in 
the last congress. 
The U. S. government is losing about $78,- 


000,000 a year in carrying newspapers as second class mail. The 
government pays about 8 cents a pound to the railroads and the 
newspapers pay 1 cent a pound to the government. At the time 
the revenue bill was up for consideration an amendment was sub- 
mitted that would make the newspapers pay about $10,000,000 a 
year more,—still leaving a deficit of $68,000,000. The second 
class mailing grab has always been a national scandal. 
Mem- 


bers of congress depend upon newspapers for re-election, how- 
ever, and congress has closed its eyes to the situation for years. 
Why should the people at a time such as the present subsidize 
the newspapers of the country to the extent of $78,000,000? It 
costs the government $5,000,000 to $6,000,000 to pay for the loss 
sustained in carrying just one set of publication, the Curtis pub- 
lications,—Saturday Evening Post, Ladies' Home Journal and 
.The Country Gentleman. Is there any reason why a big money 
making concern like the Curtis Co. should be subsidized? Is 
there any reason why the Chicago Tribune should be subsidized? 
And yet when this measure was before- congress a powerful 


newspaper lobby wag pretent and tht) amendment .waft killed 
The newspapermen then returned to their homes and began 
writing editorials on how to be patriotic,—that l^—on how "the 
other fellow" most be patriotic. 
And WiKoniin newipapen 


had their part in killing this amendment. 


Right here in the state of Wisconsin newspapers tried to 


get money out of the county councils of defense for printing the 
names of those chosen in the first draft. What bigger piece of 
news did this nation ever hare than that roster of young men? 


Then came the campaign of the newspaperese get buiuuM 


men and merchants to "patriotically contribute" pages of adrer 
Using for the Liberty loan, the Red Cross and other war aotlvi 
ties. Did these men and merchants make that contribution to 
war activities? Bosh. They made it to the newspapers. I 
was a pure commercial transaction and to say that it was a "pa 
triotlc contribution" was hypocricy. ,

WAR SUMMARY 


(By the Associated Press) 


Uneasiness over the Russian situation in German and 


Austrian official circles is indicated in .reports in the Ger- 
man press. The Central powers are said to be uncertain 
concerning the future attitude of Foreign Minister Trotzky 
and the Bolsheviki government, and one Berlin newspaper 
says that the announcement that the Russian army had 
been ordered demobilized was a "sham maneuver." 


German leaders are said to have held conferences as 


to the best course to pursue. One report is to the effect 
that military operations against the Bolslieviki might be 
resumed but both Berlin and Vienna appear to be anxious 
over the probabte fate of the many thousands of Austro- 
German prisoners in Russian hands. 


Circulation bf the message ordering the demobilization 


of the Russian army, the German papers say, was halted 
three hours after the order was sent out. Concerning the 
situation in Petrogfad there have been no press reports 
since early last Tuesday. 
Dispatches last Thursday re- 


ported rioting in Petrograd in which. 120 persons were 
killed. 
' 


In France there has been a slight increase in the fight- 


ing activity. On the. British front Canadian troops have 
carried out two successful raids and in the Ypres sector, 
the Germans failed in an attempt to hold two British posts 
they had taken. In Champagne French troops penetrated 
to the third German line south of Butte Mesnil on a front 
of about 1,200 yards. 
Shelters and defenses were de- 


stroyed and 100 prisoners captured. 
On the American 


front in France there has been no activity of consequence. 


The Germans are reported to be working assiduously 


building new defenses and bringing fresh troops to the 
western front. The Associated Press correspondent at 
French army headquarters, says the Germans now have 
195 divisions, probably 2,840,000 men, on the front between 
the North aea and the Swiss border^ 


Nineteen British, four Italian and two French mer- 


chantmen are reported sunk by submarines or mines in the 
current statement of shipping losses. 


Disclosure of British production in 1917 shows that the 


tonnage sunk last year by submarines was three times as 
great as that built in the United States and Great Britain. 
The combined total of production is slightly more than 
2,000,000 tons, while sinkings by submarines have been es- 
timated at 6,000,000 tons. Greatly increased production 
is expected in 1918. 


The British house of commons late yesterday by "a 


large majority defeated an amendment offered by a radical 
member which regretted that war-monopolized the ener- 
gies of the government. .The government ministers, had 
declared that passage of the resolution would cause the 
.resignation of the Lloyd-George cabinet. In the debate in 
the house, Lord Robert Cecil, minister of blockade, said that 
the British government was giving attention to a league of 
nations and that he had prepared a scheme for it. .
